The attention of the Belgian, Czechcslevak, Greek, Luxembourg, 
Netherlands, Norwegian, Polish, Soviet, United Kingdom, United States 
and Yugoslav Governments and also of the French National Committee 
(Fighting French) has been dram to numercus reports from Europe that 
the German authorities not content with denying to persons of Jewish 
race in all the eee over which their barbarous rule has been 
extended the most elementary hwian ri;hts are now carrying into effect 
Hitler's oft etui: intention to exterminate tho hag people in 
Europe. From all the occupied countries Jews are bein; transported 
in conditions of appalling horror end hinges to Ea Mon Europe, 

In Poland which has been mide the princip^l Nazi slaughter house the 
ghettos cstablished by the German invaders cro being systematically 
emptied of all Jews except - few highly skilled workers required for 
war industries. None of those taken away ore ever heard of again. 
The able-bodied are slowly worked to death in labour camps. The infirm 
are left to die of exposure and starvetion or are deliberately 
massacred in miss executions. The number of victims of these bloody 
crueltios is reckoned in mony hundreds of thousands of entirely innocent 
men, women and children. The above-mentioned Governments and the 
French National Committee condemn in the strongest possible terms this 
besti^l policy of cold-blooded extermination, They declare thet such 
events can only strengthen the resolve of all freedom loving peoples 

to overthrow the barbarous Hitlerite tyranny. They reaffirm their 
solemn resolution to ensure that those re esponsible for the crimes shall 
not escape retribution and to press on with the neces sary pra etical 
mensures to this end.

The head of the Wehrmacht Leml Department has in the meanwhile 
spoken with the chief of the Operational Staff of the Armed Forces by 
telephone. The latter said that the Fithrer's aim in this action was 
to prevent this manner of waging war (drovping small detachments who 
do great damage by demolitions etc. and then surrender). With the 
last German publication, an improvement in this direction was already 
to be noted. The head of the Wehrmacht Legal Department spoke te the 
effect that, under these circumstances, one should consider issuing an 
order suitable for publication. Article 25e of the Hague Regulations 
for Land ‘Jarfare which forbids the killing or wounding of an enemy who 
lays dorm his arms or is unarmed if he surrenders gondii 
had to be explained; when the Pegulations for Land Warfare were 
concluded, this manner of waging war was not yet known and the regu- 
lation could therefore not apply to this. 


This order can be drafted only when the wishes of the Leader- 
ship of the Armed Forces (‘Yehrmachtfuhrunz) sre knom, For this one 
had to know the aims of the future prosecution of the war. A 
conference at the rührer's headquarters between the authorities 
concerned was necessary, He did not believe that sending a 
consultant of the Wehrmacht legal department to the Fuhrer's H.Q.

I. Appreciation cf the Situation. 


1. Those responsible for attempts to murder and carry out sabotage are the 
illegal entities within Norway with a bourgeois-national majority and a Communist 
Minority, as well as individual groups which came direct from England or Sweden, 
return to Sweden after carrying out their tasks without having got into touch 
with the population, and from there are transported back to England by aire 


The latter group can be left out in these considerations, as it is to be 
combatted exclusively with military forces or by the Security Police, 


2. The bourgeois-national majority was opposed to the Communist minority in its 
conception of acts of sabotage and murder, and in particular with regard to their 
extent and nature, This resistance has become progressively weaker during the 
course of the past year, among other things essentially owing to'the lack of 
effective measures on our parte 


3. Official departments of the exile government, as for instance the Crown Prince 
Olaf as so-called Commander in Chief of the Norwegian Armed Forces and various 
others, have called upon the population at home, in speeches and other orders, to 
carry out sabotage. As a result, there is a particularly good possibility here 
of stamping every supporter of the exile government as an intellectual instigator 
or accomplice, 


lh, The aim of coming measures must therefore be 
a) to strengthen the power and will to turn once more against sabotage, by 
threatening the very influential class of ‘leaders in the bourgeois camp: 


b) thereby to axacerbate more and more the antagonisms between the bourgeois 
and Communists, who form a unifiod front, 


II. Suggestions: 


One must here premise that no one of the following suggestions represents a 
Panacea by itself, and just as little can it be used unbendingly and regularly, 
Assuming that the suggestions under I) and II) or at least II) are approved, 

each of the other suggestions will help to a greater or lesser extent to stop 

a further increase in the cases of sabotage, and perhaps even to force a decrease 
in general, 

4. Particularly influential representatives of the explicitly anti-German and 
anti-Nazi class of industrialists to be shot without trial on the accusation 

that they are intellectual instigators or accomplices and sta¥dmy that they were 
convicted within the framework of police investigations.

In the conduct of aerial warfare, no intern^»tional decisions have 
yet been laid down. The agreements on prisoners of war and wounded do 
not provide for any repudiation, the Hague convention, for a repudiation 
after a year's notice only. 


From a formal leml point of view, it will be very difficult to 
prove an intentional violation of international law by the Western 
enemies on a biz scale, 


They bend the law in whatever way thoy consider expedient, but they 
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do not break it, When this happens nevertheless, they find excuses 
in accordance with all the rules. 


In war on land, all sides adhere at the front to the existing 
agreements and to customary law, 


In the terrorist air warfare, no State is bound by any agreements. 


From the purely legal point of view, we will therefore put 
ourselves in the wrong in the eyes of enemy propaganda by repudiating 
the agreements, 


B. The advantages of repudiating the agreements on international 
law for our conduct of the war: 


1) The Western powers will be subjcctcd to pressure by public opinion, 
because all communication with the prisoners of war in Germany will 

be broken off and they will have to reckon with all kinds of reprisals 
applied by us against these prisoners of war. 


It is impossible to foretell in what direction this pressure will act 
or how the British and American Govornuonts will react to it. 


2) ‘le shall be in a position to call openly for lynch justice against 
all enemy airmen falling into our hands, 


3) The troops which are fighting against the English and the Americans 
will no longer allow themselves to bo taken prisoners so easily, as is 
the case now here and there. 


4) The determined parts of the German people will be spurred on to 
an even harder will to fight by the burning of 111 bridges to an under- 
standing with the Western adversaries, 


5) "e can employ, treat and feod the prisoners as we like. 


C. The disadvantages of denouncing tho bonds of international law: 


1) The enemy on all fronts is free to use gas and bacillae in every 
form. Vith his superiority in artillery and in the air, tho advantage 
is unequivocally on tho side of our eneny, 


2) The enemy is in a positio: to attack all transports of wounded on 
land and at sea and to destroy hospital towns (Nauheim ete.). ‘Je with 
our hopeless inferiority in the sir and tho lack of artillery-ammunition, 
con do so only to a very limited extent. 


The advantages are on the enemy's side. Ye can damage the enemy's 
transportation of wounded only in the U-boat war, so long as he does not 
then resort to air transport. 


3) Experience teaches us that our troops fight more stubbornly against 
the British and the Americans than in tho Fast, because they do not 

fear being captured by the British and the Amcricans as much as by the 
Soviets, The advantages of a harder resistance, after the repudiation 
of the treaties, lies therefore perhaps only in the fight of garrisons 
which are cut off. 


As far as tho numerical ratio is concerned, there are 230.000 Anglo- 
American prisoners of war in German hanás (168,000 British, 62,000 U.S.A. 
soldiers). Against these there are 441,000 German soldiers in Anglo- 
American hands, namely, 307,000 in the hands of the U.S.A. and 134,000 
in the hands of the British. Reprisals against them thus turn to our 
disadvantage. Of the other Western auxiliaries, we do indeed hold 
another 920,000 French prisoners of war, as well as 64,000 Belgian and

10,000 Dutch as against whom there are only approximately 80,000 
German prisoners of war in the hands of de-Gaulle France. It would 
probably be immaterial to the .nglo-Americins however (apart from 
propaganda outbursts) what we did with the French, the Belgians or 
the Dutch; whether France in particular is further weakened by 
reprisals or not will in no way influence them in their measures 
against us. Apart from this, it is psychologically very difficult 
to carry out reprisals against the captive Frenchmen, as they are 
willing to work and are helpful. 


4) The exchange of internees and the seriously injured will cease, 
and here we shall bo numerically at a disadvantage in the future too, 


5) The maintenance of our island fortresses in the Aegean and the 
Channel Islands becomes more difficult, because all international aid 
for the civil population, which is of importance for the feeding of 
our garrisons, ceases. 


6) On the less hard majority of the German population, especially 
those who have relations in Anglo- American captivity, the repudiation 
of the bonds of International Law and, with this, the complete 
uncertainty about the fate of their rel^tives will have a depressing 
effect, Also, the enemy wil! no longer be bound to International law 
as far as the treatment of our population in the lest is concerned. 
This can lead to a similar flight of the population in the ‘lest which 
is threatened with occupation as is the case now in the East. 


This is against our present intentions and can only increase the 
housing and feeding difficulties. 


7) The propaganda effect of such a step will go against us because, 
from the purely legal point of view, we put ourselves in the wrong, 
Against the terror raids of our Vestern enemies and their low level 
attacks on the population, we can go full speed ahead with our propa- 
ganda anyhow, 


8) We will not achieve the cessation of the enemy terror raids on 
German towns by day and night by repudiating the treaties, but only a 
greater caution and serve in low level attacks, But all this can also 
be achieved by giving increased publicity to cases of lynch justice 
against enemy airmen by the raving population, "which could not be 
prevented", 


9) Liko enemy prisoners of war, foreign workers can also became agi- 
tated after they get the feeling that they are deprived of every legal 
foundation concerning their treatment. 


10) At sea, the saving of shipwrecked people will cease. Since our 
submarines operate exclusively in enemy waters and therefore depend 
only on themselves, this would hit us much harder than the enemy. 


C. Proposal of the OKJ, 


At the present moment the disadvantages of repudiating the bonds which 
were kept to up to now will in any case outweigh the advantages by far. 


Just as it was wrong in 1914} that wo ourselves solemniy declared war on 
all the states which for a long time hid wanted to wage war against us, 
and through this took the whole guilt of the war on our shoulders before 
the outside world, and just as it was wrong to admit that the necessary 
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passage through Belgium in 1914 was our own fault, - so it would be

wrong now to repudiate openly the obligations of International Law 
which we accepted and thereby to stand ag2in as the guilty party 
before the outside world, 


adherence to the accepted obligations does not demand in any way that 
we should have to impose on ourselves any limitations which will 
interfere with the conduct of the war. For instance, if the British 
sink a hospital ship, this must be used for propaganda purposes as 

has been done to date. That, of course, in no way prevents us sinking 
an English hospital ship at once as a reprisal and then expressing our 
regret that it was a mistake, in the same manner as the British do, 


"le must learn to use International law as a means of fighting 
especially in the way of propaganda, as the enomy has successfully 
used it since the first world war ady 


In this case too, it stems the Lest and already often proven 
method to combat terror with counter-terror and not to enter on the 
course of law and the contravention o? low which, for the most part, 
has an unfavournble outcome for us.

Führer's Headquarters, 25.7.194. 


Address of the Chief of the Operational Staff 

of the Armed Forces, General Jodl, to the 
Officers and Officials of the Operational Staff 
of the Armed Torces at the Officers! Home of 
Restricted Zone II on the 24,7.44 at 19.30 hours. 


The 24th July was the blackest day which German history has seen as 
yet, and will probably renain so for all time. Until nov it has been the 
9th November 1918, but, compared with the events which have just taken 
place, it was almost a day of honour, for one can declare in excuse of 
the 9th Novenber that it was then a section of the German people that had 
been brought up against the state and had no connection with it which 
started the revolution. Even in the case of the Italian treachery of 
last year, one may point out that the leading persons were carrying ^ut 
an order of the head of the state. These cases cannot therefore be 
compared with the still more infamous dced of the 20th. 7, which was 
carried out by officers who were bound by their oath of loyalty, who were 
continually going in and out of the Führer's H,Q., who were allowed to 
shake hands with the Fijhrer and had been promoted by him. Probably nothing 
like this has ever occurred in the whole world, with the exception of 
Russia and Mexico. It stands unique in its monstrosity. 


Could the conspirators, who stood close to the Jesuits, quote in 

their favour the dictum "The end justifies the means" ? If they did, they 

thereby only show enormous stupidity and the most limited outlook, for 
how did they want to be useful to their people ? In 1918 it was already 
shown what it means to hope for a cheap peace if one eliminates the 
regine, The enemy press has already stated that militarism is to be put 
on a par with Nazism that it bears the same responsibility and cannot 
escape from it. 


What was the position before the taking over of power ? It is an 
age-old experience that, if a great power exists and it still has organs 
in the neighbouring States at its disposal, it will one day smash the 
latter, That was shown by the example of the Catholic Church; thus it 
was with the 3ovicts and the Communist parties that obeyed them in other 
countries, The expectation that the putsch would make it possible to lean 
on the Anglo-Saxons for support is inconceivably short-sighted, since 
the latter themselves cannot corry their points with the Soviets. If the 
conspiracy had succeeded, it mizht perhaps have been possible to restore 
order in the interior at the cost of fighting, but the danger threatened 
that in the meantime the front line would have collapsed. 


So this is the way in which the political and the disciplinary side 
of the events must be regarded; their human side is even sadder, One 
would like to sink into the ground for very shame. Since 1918 the fimly 
united homogeneous officer corps has no longer existed - a corps which 
did exist up to that date and which, I suppose, never experienced a single 
case of high treason or treachery towards the fatherland from the time of 
the foundation of the Roich onwards. This hits me particularly hard as 
I worked with Colonel-General Beck for 3 years and had personal connections 
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with General Wagner. These men not only wanted to remove the Pührer, 
but to blow up their own comrades as well without ony scruples. It is now 
necessary to search the officers who go to the Führer and to check on their 
bricfensos in advance The attempted assassins are even more infamous 
than the vilest yporesstonal criminals, in as far as, in the case of the 
latter, no relations of any kind with th © victims Saati after all. The 
only confort is that the last supperating boils have thereby now broken, 
It was sometimes possible to guess where such were to be suspected, but
